A S to the main of Mr. Pillonnere's Account of him- 
ſelf. fo far as it relies on his own Teſtimony, tis 
liable ar leaſt to the ſame Objection which lies againſt 
all Writers of their own Memoirs; which is, that they 
ſeldom fail to give the moſt advantageous Colours, and 
plauſible Turn to their own Conduct, whilſt the real 
Springs of their Actions often lie conceal d. And as his 
Teſtimonies from abroad are almoſt all from bigorred 
Papiſts, and moſt of them from Jeſuits; I am far 
from thinking them an unexcæptionable Proof of his 
Convertion. I can conceive it to be a Thing more than 
poſſible, for a Society ſo link d together by Maxims of 
wicked Policy, who ſtick at no Methods of com paſſi 
*W&# their Ends, who carry on dark Intrigues with the utmo 
W Secrecy, who truſt one another with the Myſteries of 
Cabinets, and are true among themſelves, whilſt chey 
are falſe to Princes; to ſend out a Miſhonary on ſuch as 
Errand, and to furniſh him with ſuch Credentials. And 
\ who ſo fit to be employ'd on that Errand, as he who 
had Cunning enough to out-wit them all, and to en- 
ſnare above Twenty of them in Diſcourſe : He, who 
according to his Father's Character of him, had an 
Outfide the moſt enticing, who would leave nothing 
unat- 
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unattempted, and than whom nothing was more inſinu- 
eting f "Ang I cannot but ſuſpect it the more, from their 
meeting with ſo much better Quarter at his Hands, than 
he is pleas d: to belfow on the Proteſtant Clergy. All the 
Bitterneſs of Language, and the keeneſt of Reflections, 
are reſerv'd for the latter: But nothing is ſaid, through 
his whole Book, to make the Jeſuits either odious 
or contemptible. Nay, I am perſuaded there is not a 
fingle Proteſtant who has read his Relation,*and believes 
it, who is not thereby inclin'd to think leſs hardly of 
the Zeſuits, than ever he did before. He finds them 
there repreſented under no unfavourable Character ; ſome- 
times indeed as lofing themſelves in vain Searches, and 
idle Diſtinctions, as full of Prepoſſeſſion, and Riff 
in their Opinions, but all without any ill Meaning; as if 
all the Fault were in the Religion, but none in the Men. 
But where does he diſcloſe any of their dark Cabals, 
and wicked Secrets? I do not mean the perſonal 
Failings of particular Men, but their Contederate Miſ- 
chief, and incorporate Villany ? Which of their Arts of 
Inveiglement and Deluſion has he detected? Or where 
bas he inſtructed Proteſtants how to beware of their 
ſubtle Devices? Where has he teſtified his Abhorrence {| 

of their Lying and Forſwearing, and that with Allow- 

ance, for the Good of the Cauſe ; or of their ſcandalous 
Solutions in Caſes of Conſcience ? Is it that they have 
deen hitherto miſrepreſented to us, and by us, and are 
they chargeable with no ſuch Impoſtures? Or was it, 
for particular Reaſons, too tender a Subject for him 
to meddle with?

It Proteſtants can tamely acquieſce under ſuch an Ac- 
cuſation, from ſuch a Hand; Popery will indeed have 
Occaſion to triumph. If ſuch a Slanderer is to be eſteem'd 
our Friend; the Pope and his College of Cardinals cal 
ſcarce be reputed Enemies. 
But in behalf of the Church of England in particular, 


in Oppoſition to the injurious Aſperſion of Mr. Pile 
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niere; and all other Advocates for the Church of Rome, 
who calumniate the former as equally guilty with the 
latter, in the principal Thing, whereia ſhe condemns 
her,and for which ſhe left her : I anſwer; We broke off

But is there any Reſemblance to be found of ſuch ty- 
rannical and arbitrary Treatment, in the Conduct of 
the Church of England toward thoſe who are cauſeleſly 
gone out from her?

Effect, to put out a Man's Eyes, and to lend him a Glaſs 
to help his Eye- Sight. You will tell me again, that ſhe 
obliges all Men to fee thro? her Glaſs, which is not equal - 
ly adapted to every one's Organs of Sight. | 
I reply, ſhe offers them all the Aſſiſtance of it, but 
does not compel] them to uſe it, or to ſay they ſee, what 
they do not ſee. Tf there are any Eyes of ſo untoward 
a Caſt, as to apprehend Dragons and Chimera's, tho 
uſing the ſame Helps, by which Multitudes of the moſt 
diſcerning have a clear Perception, of one uniform and 
regular Object; the Fault is in themſelves, and not in 
her.: Or to ſpeak without a Metaphor; As the Scrip- 
ture was given to be underſtood, and the ſacred Text 
can be of no Uſe, unleſs it be taken in ſome Senſe or o- 
. ther; and as the Church of England has grounded her 
Deciſions on that Meaning, which is moſt obvious, na- 
tural and unforc'd, and agreed to he ſo, by the concur- 
rent Opinion of the moſt able and judicions luterpre- 
ters; if there are any, who, thro? an affected Singula- 
rity, ſeek for other Meanings, and refuſe to acquieſce ia 
thoſe Deciſions which were fram'd on the Authority of 
Scripture otherwiſe eFplain'd, than they pretend to 
vnderſtand it; can it be thought ſtrange, if ſhe does not 
depart from her Conſtitution, which has been long ſet« 
led upon mature Deliberation, and inſtead of the Judg- 
ment of the greateſt Lights of theReformation,rely oathe 
Authority of any lingle Perſon. They have the Liberty 
of diſſenting if they pleaſe (which is more than you Ro- 
maniſts will allow the Proteſtants.) If their Differences 
are of ſmall Moment (nay even in ſome Points of very 
great Concern ) they are indulg'd in the publick Exer- 
ciſe of their Worihip: And if they diſagree in the moſt 
fundamental Articles, if they will but keep their Opi- 
nions to themſelves ; here is no Inquiſition to force them 
out of them. But the Church cannot own them as 
Members of her Communion, without renouncing her 
own Communion.

We are ſure there is an Unity 
ext between them, and as ſure that there is a Diſtinction: 
Her But as the Unity is conſider'd in one reſpect, and the Di-

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Tis ſuch a Manner of arguing indeed, as, if it ſhould 
prevail, cou d have no other Effect than leading us either 
the direct Way to Popery; or by a ſlower indeed, but not 
leſs certain Road to Popery, by the Way of Infidelity. 
The wild D. ſtraction and perplexing Uncertainty with 
which all Minds wou'd be bewilder'd, if once his Ro- 
mantick Scheme was to take Place, if all National Re- 
ligion were to be aboliſh'd, and every Man left to be 
of a Church by himſelf; is a Reflexion too horrid to 
conceive. What will not Men do, what Remedy will 
they not have Recourſe to, in Order to deliver them- 
ſelves from ſuch Confuſion? What Slavery wou'd they 
find in ſuch' a Freedom! And how Natural will it be 
for thoſe, who ſhall have conceiv'd upon the Tryal, an 
utter Abhorrence of ſuch endleſs Doubts and diſagree- 
ing Syſtems, to be carried by ſuch Averſion to that 
which at Preſent they moſt heartily deteſt: I mean, to 
take up with an implicit Faith, and reſign all their 
Scruples to him who calls himſelf an infallible Judge. 
Look back to the Times of Licentiouſmeſs in the 
Middle of the laſt Century, and obſerve the Effects of 
both Spiritual and Temporal Confuſion: How the 
many Forms of Government, and various Syſtems of 
Religion, took off Mens Averſion to what they hated 
before, and made them look upon any Government 
and any Worſhip, as far better than none. How many 
were there in thoſe Times, who had been as ſworn Ene- 
mies to Monarchy and Prelacy, as the warmeſt Zealot 
in our Days can poſſible be to Popery ? But the greater 
Miſchief of Confuſion defac'd their former Prejudices, 
and made them the Iuſtruments of reſettling them both, 
by bringing about the Happy Reſtoration.
